had  made  mistakes. 

The-  President  stated  that  at 
Quebec  plans  for  the  landing  on 
the  continent  had  been  "Set,  that 
U.S.-British  bombings  of  Ger¬ 
many  was  doing  more  than 
just  “helping”  Russia,  that  U.S.- 
British  action  in  the  Solomons 
and  New  Guinea  had  practically
